There were no local garages 
at that time. Ev ery car o wner had 
to equip himself with v ulcanizers

When cold w eather 
came it was necessary to remo v e 
the battery and send it to larger 
to wns like Mo berly and Hannibal 
where it co uld be kep t charged 
until sp ring. All cars were “o p en” 
cars at that time, meaning that 
they were equip p ed with curtains 
we had to remo v e in fair weather 
and install o n rainy days. My first 
exp erience with them was o n a 
Sunday afterno o n when we had 
go ne on a p leasure driv e to Santa 
Fe, 20 miles distant.

the purpose of pulling us out, 
thinking sticky mud was causing 
our trouble. Fortunately, the farm 
house was back of us, a quarter 
of a mile down the road. Glancing 
down as I passed the rear end, I 
saw w hat the trouble was. I had 
neglected to remove the jack after 
putting on the rear chains. 
Thirty miles an hour was con­ 
sidered high speed at that time. 


Only on stretches of smooth, well- 
graded roads could that limit be 
reached. There were no paved 
highways. No roads were marked. 
Nine times out of 10 on a 30-mile 
trip from one town to another the 
driver would take the wrong road 
and get lost. Thc first highways 
were laid out by enthusiasts who 
sought to make it easier for a car 
owner to get from place to place. 
They gave each highway a n um ­ 
ber, which, with rings of certain 
colors was marked on each tele­ 
phone pole along thc route.—Paris 
Appeal.

An analvsis of 19^* 
New M adrid County FHA borrow­ 
ers shows that each family provid­ 
ed an average value of home pro­ 
duced food of $503, consisting of 
m eat, eggs, poultry, milk, fruits 
and vegetables 
Although this value of home pro­ 
duced foods does not show up as 
cash incom e, it has the sam e ef­ 
fect, as these fam ilies are enabled 
to save this am ount on their fam ­ 
ily food bill. Also, having these 
foods produced on the farm m eans 
they will consum e m ore of the right 
kind of foods and thereby provide 
for a better fam ily diet 
At the beginning of each year 
these fam ilies m ake farm a n d 
home plans for the current year. 
These plans provide for b e t t e r 
cropping operations involving prop­ 
er use of fertilizers, cover crops 
livestock and pasture ^nte^p^'ses 
and better tillage methods. 
Also 
livestock and pasture enterprises 
are planned to provide more food 
and im proved livestock m anage­ 
m ent. A live-at-home program to 
provide home produced foods is 
also an essential part of t h e s e 
plans. Most fam ilies plan for at 
least a m inim um of I cow. 25 hens, 
*4 to *<4 acre garden. I sow or 2 
or 3 hogs, and I calf to butcher 
Most family type operators i n 
New M adrid County depend on cot­ 
ton as the m ajor cash enterprise. 
Allotment of this crop m eans, to 
most fam ilies, a reduced g r o s s 
fam ily income. Producing a good 
fam ily food supply on the farm in 
1955 will therefore, be more impor- 
ant than ever.

On a fine w arm day earlier this 
month, we drove 
to 
Bollinger 
county to take part in a T eacher’s 
Conservation W orkshop at L e e s ­ 
ville. These meeting.; are generally 
called by the County S uperinten­ 
dent of Schools and planned and 
carried out by personnel of our 
Conservation 
Commission. 
Their 
purpose is to bring back home to 
those 
hard-w orking 
men 
and 
women in whose hands wTe have 
placed the responsibility for edu­ 
cating our youngsters, a broader 
understanding of the im portance 
of our soil, w ater, forest and w ild­ 
life resources. 
This particular m eeting was In 
charge of Paul Hcye, the com m is­ 
sion’s field service m an for South- 
ast M issouri. But also on hand 
c Dr. Olin Capps of the educa­ 
tional division; our old friend Ed 
Mien, who heads enforcem ent in 
he district, and our own enforce­ 
ment agent, Cleval Corey, who 
ad driven down w ith me from 
ronton. W hen my own part in the 
.meeting was over shortly before 
noon, Ed Allen asked if I could 
take tim e out tor a visit to the new 
Duck Creek W ildlife M anagem ent 
Area. Since I’d been w anting to 
m ake this trip for a long tim e, I 
said I’d be delighted and we piled 
into Ed’s car and headed south 
DUCK CREEK is the new 6000- 
acre state-ow ned refuge and pub­ 
lic shooting and recreational area 
which adjoins the 22,000 - a m 
Federal W ildlife Refuge in what 
was once the Mingo Swam p. Lo­ 
cated not far from the tow n o 
Advance and near w here Scott 
Bollinger and 
Cape 
G irardeau 
counties join, this whole area is 
on the way to becoming, once 
again, a w onderful concentration 
point for w aterfow l— both ducks 
and geese. The sw am p w a 
drained m any years ago in an a t­ 
tem pt to create agricultural land; 
but the attem pt was largely a 
failure because the soils were not 
suited to farm ing. They consist 
largely of a thin gray topsoil, u n ­ 
derlaid w ith an im pervious blue 
clay that is extrem ely low in a- 
vailable m inerals and other plant 
nutrients. 
A fter the land had laid idle for 
years, m uch of the acreage was 
acquired 
by 
the 
United 
States 
Fish & W ildlife Service for the 
purpose of establishing a w ater­ 
fowl 
refuge; certainly the best 
u s£ to which it could be put. The 
drainage ditches were blocked and 
soon the w ater from C astor river 
’Started to flow in again and be 
im pounded rn this natu ral swamp. 
At about the sam e tim e the Con­ 
servation Commission began the 
purchase of adjoining lands, using 
in part the federal funds available 
for this purpose under 
the P it­ 
tm an Robertson Act from the tax 
on sporting guns and am m unition. 
WE DROVE INTO D U C K 
CREEK at about noon to find Re­ 
fuge M anager 
G eorge 
B rakage 
hard at work on the new head­ 
q u arters building. He cheerfully 
agreed to forego lunch to take us 
on a tour of inspection of the area. 
And w hile on this short visit we 
w ere able only to touch the high 
spots, they are well w orth telling 
about. Duck Creek em braces, as 
already stated, some 6000 acres 
which was originally part of the 
Mingo Swam p. Of this, about 1500 
acres will eventually be open to 
shooting w ith accom odations for 
approxim ately 150 hunters a day 
in 75 blinds. A nother 1500 acres is 
tillable land which w ill, I un­ 
derstand, be leased out to neigh­ 
boring 
farm ers. 
The 
rem aining 
3000 acres will serve as refuge and 
a rest and feeding area for the 
w aterfow l. 
It takes a trem endous am ount of 
work to create such a W ildlife 
M anagem ent Area as this, though 
the investm ent is well w orth while 
because of the recreational values 
it affords. Much of the sw am p is 
tim bered and enough of this had 
to be cleared to create canals and 
deep-w ater reservoirs, as well as 
boat-lanes leading back into the 
shooting spots w here blinds will 
be located. The earth rem oved by 
the drag-lines is piled into levees 
which are graded and graveled to 
create access roads throughout the 
refuge. The deeper w’ater already 
supports 
a 
large 
population of 
bluegill and crappie and these are 
expected to 
increase. 
W alleyed 
pike and largem outh bass have 
been stocked, so that the area will 
eventually provide excellent fish­ 
ing. 
THERE ARE 
SMALL 
LAND 
ISLANDS throughout the sw am p 
which already have a heavy pop­ 
ulation of opossum, racoon, bob­ 
cat, sw am p rabbit 
and 
quail; 
while horned and barred owls, 
bald eagles and several kinds of 
haw ks are num erous. Since none 
of these can be said to constitute 
harm ful predators, they will not 
be m olested. There are also a few 
deer in the Duck Creek Refuge. 


though the carrying capacity for 
these will probably not increase 
because 
of 
the 
com paratively 
sm all area of dry land. Less a t­ 
tractive are the fairly heavy pop­ 
ulations of 
cottonm outh 
w ater 
moccasins and rattlesnakes. 
As we drove along the refuge 
roads, bands of ducks w ere con­ 
stantly in sight. Most of these 
w ere big m allards, alw ays sw im ­ 
m ing or flying in pairs, consisting 
of hen and drake.
